began business at Lawrence. Mass. 
Then he acquired the agency for some 
Western manufacturers in Xew York 
and Boston, and in 1SS7 established a 
wood-working 
business 
here. 
He 


gradually launched forth into archi- 
tectural work, and of late has been a 
contractor on a large scale, making a 
specialty of posroffice and other Gov- 
ernment buildings. 


His present troubles started, accord- 


ing to Charles R. Scofield. Mr. Stan- 
narc's lawyer with the contract he had 
for the erection of the Fine Arts Mu- 
seum in Boston. In the panic of 1307 
he was unable to meet all his obliga- 
tions, and the trustees of the museum 
took over the work, and though he ac- 
tually supervised the building opera- 
tions, the financial management of the 
work under the museum contracts was 
taken out of his hands. The result 
was. according to the lawyer, that Mr. 
Stannard lost $77.853. This made it 
more difficult for him. Mr. Scofield 
said, to deal with the surety compa- 
nies, the bonds of which are necessary 
for Government work.

Stannard now has with tne Govern- 
ment, is one for the erection of a 
power plant at the Federal Arsenal at 
Watenown. Mass. It should bring him

Mrs. W. A. Grauville was awarded 


the^first prize of ?-5.00 iu'-Penasylv-ania - 
for the best original-receipt using

Is as follows : 


FIRST PRIZE.—BAKED HAM.—Cover 


eight pounds of tbe large eud of one 
of Armour's Star Hams with cold 
water. Cover tightly and cook thirty 
minutes over the hottest burner of gas 
range, then remove to the coffee burn- 
er and keep bolllne slowly aud stead- 
ily for five hours. Turn the ham over 
at least four times, and add hot water 
to keep the meat covered ail tne time. 
Remove tbe ham to baking pan while 
still hot, aud with a big fork carefully 
catch one side of tbe rind aud roll the 
fork until the rind is r e m o v e d . 
Sprinkle with a sifter au even coat of 
two tablespoons of brown sugar over 
all the exposed fatty surface. At in- 
tervals of one inch apart carefully 
press cloves into tbe ham all over the 
top. These juices will 
soak down- 


ward. Put in slow oven,—ouly one 
burner the first thirty uaiuutes at fall 
pressure of gas, the second thirty min- 
utes one half high. Let get perfectly 
cold aud do uot cut for twenty-four 
hours. Cut with a. very sharp feuife.—

Bryan came to Pennsylvania on Tues- 
day ol last week. .May 13, and for the 
first time since he has been Secretary 
of State under President Wilson, made 
one ol' his old time political addresses.
